Thus prate the Heretikes out of 
their ignorance and preſumption , not knowing that the holy 
and authenticall Canon law of the Pope teacheth in the Dez 
cree, that the Popes Decretall Epiſtles are numbred amongſt 
Canonicall Scriptures ; but theſe Celurniſts care little ut ſeemes, 
what the Popes law ſaith, they are all for. Scripture, Scripture, 
and that makes them ſuch Heretikes as they be; 

(4) If this be true, that there were in Siluiſers time 1505 Chur- 
chies in Rome, how comes it topaſſe (lay the Heretikes) that 
the greater number is now defaced? it cannot bee ſaid to bee 
done in time of perſecution ; for in Silveſters time the perſecuz 
tions of the Heathen were all ceaſed, What then, hath Popith 
deuotion puld downe the Churches, that the perſecutions left 
ſanding?

tle of the Virgin Mary: for if he had, hee would haue ſaid, The 
name of our Lady is 4 ſtrong Tower, the righteous flye vnts it aud are 
helped. And rey with as good right may I ſay , the Prophet 
knew little of the dignity , vertue, and efficacy of the 
Maſſe; for if hee had, hee would haue blamed them for not 
preaching, but for negligence in ſaying Maſſe, Bur Sele on and 
Eſxy are both to be pardoned, becauſe of the times they'liued 
in; but as for thele Heretikes that liue in theſe times, and 
cannot bur ſee the great vertuc and high price that Mafles are 
at, and how beneficiall chey bee to the Catholike Roman 
Church, and conſequently hoy good cauſe the Church huh 
to magnifie Maſſes aboue preaching,they are without al excuſe, 
and their fault vapardonable, But though they be ſs madde to 
moue it. and ſo malicious to preffe it,that the Pope and all his 
Clergy ought cathero ana; then to ſay Maſlcs, yer he is too 
wiſe to hearken to it: nay though ſometime ſome of his owne 
Catholike children are bewitched with this poyſon , and are 
harping on this ſtringgrhat preaching is the greater, and wor- 
thier ofthe two, yet he hath wit enough to diſcouer , and po-

Witneſſe Fryer Lobo, of whom we ſpeake 
before, whoſe iudgement was ſo iuſt,and ſentence ſo ſharpe by 
Pope Gregories owne holy mouth , for that bis impious pre- 
ſumption, in preferring a Sermon before a Maſle, and that alfo 
in Rome, where(like a foole as hee was) he why. haue remem+- 
bred,that preaching hath beerfe ut of ſeaſon theſe 508.yeeres; 
that from that day we haue nor heard of any that durft attempt 
the like in Rewe,and ifthe like courſe had beene taken in Gey.. 
many,France,and Enplend, theſe new hereſies had neuer ſpred as 
they do.

well, that if ve could but rid the world of the Bibles 1a rhe y 

#r tongues,and pull down that talking trade of Preaching, we 
Fould ſoone tee theſe Hereſies, and this new Golpell of Lather 
and Caluin melt away,and come to nothing : for take away the 
meanes and cauſe,and the etfeR will follow. And fall well poke 
a wiſe Cardinall to the Pope , when in a private conſultation 
there was complaint of the growing and ſpreading of Luthers- 
niſme, Wee may thanke our ſelues (ſaith hee) and our ſloth and 
careleſneſſe for this , who let the Seriptnres  flye abroad and become ſo 
common : for we ought to haue kept them (vnder colour of Maieſty, 
and  gnpaay them greater veneration) in the learned tongues, aud 
lad them vp in ſafe and ſecret Libraries, ſo ſhould neithert hey baue 
Seene corrupted by Heretihee and Iewes,as they bauc beene : nor they 
hautcorrupted and _ many Heretihes as 1hey baue done, A wiſe 
and worthy fpeech doubtleſle, and well beſeeming a Cardinall, 
and a full deuout fon I warrant him was he of the Romiſh Mos 
ther Chlrch. And from that day forward hath the Pope been 
more carcfull in this point, and hath ſet on worke his darlings 
the Teſuits,who haue done him faithfull ſeruice in this kinde, as 
may appeare totheir great honor,to al them that wil loſe a little 
time to readetheir bookes : for by their bookes, their Sermons 
and their perſwaſions, they haue fo preuailed , that where cuer 
any of them do remain,or but lurke,you ſhall not find a Romyh 
Catholike, but hee can learnedly prate againſt the Scriptures, 
(wherof he heartily chankes his Ged he acuer read one bookes 
and can tell you what a dangerous booke it is, and how many 
hauebeene made Heretikes by it ; and by this meanes their 
Diſciples bogle at it,and auoid it, as a ſnare,or a pit in the way, 
ora rock in the Sea, 

Now if this be ttue, that the Scripture is ſo daugerous a 

booke, and that preaching muſt be out of that booke, who ſees 
not, that therefore in good Popith reaſon, and Pope-holy re- 


Tigion,it followeth, chat it beſeemes all men to be wary, tender 


and dainty, euen how they make or heare too wany ſermons. 
For if the Scripture bee a dangerous Booke , ſurely preaching 
cannot but be a dangerous exerciſe : in which regard appeares 
the wiſedome ofthe boly Romiſh Church, who hath ordained 
there ſhall bee ſermons daily in the Lent, in moſt great Cities, 
and ſo by making them propet to Lene, ſhe makes them ſeeme 


to beout of ſeaſon all the yeere befides, aud in moſt places 


neuer expected, neuer thought of till Lent come againe, wher« 
3s contrariwiſe the holy and blefied Maſſe is alwaies iu ſeaſon, 
and by the ſtri order ofthe holy Roman Church, is dayly to 
be ſaid without omiſſion : nay, ſome dayestyo or three, and 
every

li, & ad Eccleium
